Nor ig this all: the ambu-
lance hud meanwhile, to sult the convenience of
one of ita drivers, been driven around to a place
on Fourth street, and the sick woman was com-
pelied to walk, thinly clad, through the cold,
to where the ambulance wos in walting, A
charitable lady, who happened to spy some of
these procecdings, sont the poor thing some
grapea and oranges, and a bottle of hot water to
put to her feet, but the Least who drove the am-
bulance refused to allow his vietlm to svall har-
solf of them. Now I have no doubt that Dr.
Harris (s & busy man, He certainly ought to be,
if he conscientiously attends to all the duties
which devolve upon him from the Board of
Health: but it may well Lo doubted whether
kudnapping nsmallpox patient, and foreing her to
walk shivering through the street at tho helght
of her iMuess, Is the most homnne and surest
method of preventing s spread of the discase,
